Mother fined $150

An Altona North mother of five children was fined $150 
at Footscray Court last Thursday for stealing a wall clock 


And-she was told by 
Mr William Guy, SM, be- 
cause she had a previous 
court appearance on a 
shoplifting charge she 
was fortunate not: to be 
sent to prison. 


He said the normal ac- 
tion of Footscray Court 
was to impose a prison 
sentence when a person 
faced the court a second 
time, but because she had 
a. family he would not jail 
her, 

Mrs Lina Portelli, of 
Windsor Crescent, Altona 
North, pleaded guilty. 
She was not represented. 
by counsel. 

Senior-Detective Steve 
Quinsee said when he in- 
terviewed Mrs_ Portelli 
she said when she picked 
the clock up she intended 
putting it on lay-by. 

While she had the 
clock she spoke to the 
store manager about pos- 
sible employment for her 
daughter, she said. . 

She then left the store 
without paying for it. 

To Detective Sergeant 

T. Thompson, pro- 
secuting, Mrs Portelli 
admitted she faced 
Williamstown Court in 
February, 1973, on a 
shoplifting charge and 
was released on a $50, 
six-months, good-behav- 
ior bond. 
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A priest stood in court 
—he offered to give evi-. 
dence — and said Mrs' 
Portelli was a family per- 
son and was upset about: 
the incident.
